‘'The problem is not to stop people from voting 
twice,’’ chairman Phil Dreyer said when he proposed 
the plan to the committee.

that vote buying as was practiced in 
America’s large cities and in backward rural areas 
a century ago is a thing of the past. This is so be- 
cause most people have become better informed and 
are proud of their ballot, That is, people who regis- 
ter to vote have become so. 

However, mass voting on the scale suggested by 
the Democratic central committee could very well 
bring those conditions back: perhaps not outright vote 
buying but the more subtle kind -- the big lie, the 
big threat and the big promise.

The act of simply registering to vote which re- 
quires a minimum amount of interest and respon- 
sibility certainly is not too much to ask of any re- 
sponsible American. 

The key, I think, is that word ‘‘responsibility.’’ 

There has been a tremendous breakdown in res- 
ponsibility among Americans in the past decade and 
the trend seems to be continuing. Let’s not take a- 
nother step in that direction by eliminating registra- 
tion to vote. 

A more laudable goal for the central committee 
I think, would be to sponsor information campaigns 
of such intensity as to bring out an informed elec- 
torate.
